Land of Lincoln 
full of stinkin’ 
politics, study says

The Chicago area logged the most public cor- 
ruption convictions of any federal jurisdiction 
in the United States during the past 36 years, 
according to a report released Wednesday by 
UIC. 

Federal prosecutors secured a total of 1,531 
public corruption convictions in the North- 
ern District of Illinois since 1976, said Dick 
Simpson, head of the university’s political sci- 
ence department. 

Meanwhile, Illinois logged 1,828 public cor- 
ruption convictions, the third most of any 
state, according to the report. Only California 
and Newark had more. 

But those states are much more populous 
than Illinois. On a per-person basis, only the 
District of Columbia and Louisiana had more 
convictions than Illinois, the report said. 

Four governors, two congressmen, a state 
treasurer, an attorney general, 11 state legis- 
lators, numerous judges and dozens of aider- 
men have been convicted since the 1970s, 
according to the report, dubbed Chicago and 
Illinois, Leading the Pack in Corruption. 

“For a long time— going back at least to the 


A 1 Capone era— Chicago and Illinois have 
been known for high levels of public corrup- 
tion,” Simpson said. “But now we have the 
statistics that confirm their dishonorable 
and notorious reputations. ... The two worst 
crime zones in Illinois are the Governor’s 
Mansion in Springfield and the City Council 
Chambers in Chicago.” 

“Chicago is the most corrupt city in the 
country and Illinois is probably the third- 
most corrupt state in the nation,” Simpson 
said at a City Hall news conference. 

Simpson and Jim Nowlan, a senior fellow 
with the University of Illinois Institute of 
Government and Public Affairs, released the 
report as Mayor Emanuel’s ethics task force 
prepares to hold its first public hearing this 
evening. 

Simpson said he plans to make a series of 
recommendations at the hearing, including 
compelling the city’s top attorney to release 
documents he has refused to provide to the 
city’s inspector general on the basis of attor- 
ney-client privilege. 

The professor also wants the inspector 
general to be able to investigate aldermen and 
their staffs. And he would like to see better 
city ethics training. 

“The city’s ethics training is a joke,” Simp- 
son said the news conference. “We need real 
ethics training, because people in this build 
don’t seem to have it.”

When you’re born and raised in Springfield, 
you can’t help but be brainwashed into a 
kind of civic cult revolving around Abe. If I 
believed every myth I’d heard about Lincoln 
as a kid, I may have concluded he was a 
combination of Gandhi, Mother Theresa and 
Hulk Hogan. 

Nonetheless, I felt a sort of kinship with 
this man from the 19th century His story 
is the ultimate pull-yourself-up-fiom-your- 
boot straps tale, from pauper to president. 

I never wanted to be a politician, but I did 
have dreams to one day leave my small town 
for something better, and he made it all seem 
possible. 

Because of my long-held love for Lincoln, 

I expected to scoff in righteous annoyance at

I’d dismissed the book as throwaway nerd 
bait desperately exploiting the trend of too- 
clever pop-culture mashtips, and I imagined 
the movie version might have Lincoln hack- 
ing away at vampires while wisecracking with 
Gettysburg Address references (“lour score 
and seven years ago, I kicked your ass”). 

My conclusion after watching the minute- 
long trailer: Seeing a young, frock-coated 
Lincoln smacking vampires around is way 
cooler than I imagined, especially when I 
mentally project that he’s somehow taking 
out the entire cast of “Twilight.” 

I’m more hopeful for Spielberg’s drama, 
which stars Daniel Day-Lewis *the one 
actor on the planet who may have enough 
gravitas to play a man whose face is carved 
into a mountain. From the looks of the 
leaked photo of Lewis with his scruffy chin 
beard and what I’ve read of the movie, this 
could be a Lincoln lover’s dream. 

All I ask is that Lincoln manages to tiptoe 
around the other pitfalls of contemporary 
stardom. I don’t want People magazine to re- 
lease a “Sexiest Dead Presidents” issue, coo- 
ing about his 6 -foot-4 frame, or for a Lincoln 
impersonator to waltz stiffly on “Dancing 
With the Stars.” And I certainly don’t want 
him to do a guest turn on “SNL’ and suffer a 
Lana Del Rey-like backlash. 

I just want history’s greatest president to 
remain, you know, presidential. Lincoln him- 
self once said, “With malice towards none, 
with charity for all,” but that was before Hol- 
lywood got a hold of him. 

Don’t make him get out his ax.

STRIP CLUBS COULD BE HIT WITH 'SKIN TAX’

SPRINGFIELD Illinois already charges so-called sin taxes on smokes, booze and ca- 
sino gambling. Now state lawmakers are thinking about imposing a $5 skin tax 
to get into strip clubs. Club owners are in an uproar, arguing that the tax might 
put smaller strip joints out of business and throw dancers, bartenders, bouncers 
and valet attendants out of work. They worry some customers already are fed up 
with admission fees, let alone taxes on top. 


“We wouldn’t want that,” said Tiffany Win- 
kler, manager of Chicago club the Pink Mon- 
key 

The Admiral Theatre is “strongly opposed 
to the proposed pole tax,” said Sam Cecola, the 
North Side club’s director of operations. 

But state Sen. Toi Hutchinson said she’s 
sponsoring the bill to raise money for rape cri- 
sis counseling. Businesses that profit from sell- 
ing booze and skin should help aid victims of 
sex crimes, she said. 

“My kids are growing up in a different age, 
a different time, and I want the communi- 
ties that they live in to be safe for them,” said 
Hutchinson (D-Olympia Fields). “We all need 
to be working toward a society that under- 
stands violence against women is inappropri- 
ate in all circumstances and all times.” 

The legislation is in an early form and could 
change, but it would require strip club own- 
ers who serve or allow liquor to be consumed 
on the premises to pay the $5-a-person tax. 
The money would go into a special new state 
sexual assault prevention fund, and the state 
would make grants to organizations that pro- 
vide community-based programs designed to 
reduce sexual assault or help to crime victims. 

During the past few decades, Chicago and 
suburban towns have passed a series of ordi- 
nances to close down topless bars and push 
those that remain into industrial areas. The 
patchwork of rules means some establish- 
ments can operate only if they don’t serve 
booze, others permit alcohol to be brought in 
and the amount of nudity varies as a result. 

The city has taken a tougher stand more re- 
cently with restrictions helping Chicago close 
down several topless bars that sprang up in the 


Loop and Near North areas. 

The new legislation emerges in Springfield 
as federal prosecutors have lodged charges 
against a father and son who allegedly skimmed 
$3.7 million in “house fees” from dancers at 
Blackjacks Gentlemen’s Club in Elgin and used 
the business as a front to hide additional in- 
come from an illegal bookmaking business. 

Hutchinson said state funds have declined 
for programs addressing prevention and 
treatment of rape victims, and the Coalition 
Against Sexual Assault, a longtime advocacy 
group, urged her to sponsor the bill to impose 
the tax where there are live shows and alcohol- 
ic beverages. 

The coalition’s funding decreased $1.2 mil- 
lion during the past three budget years, said 
Polly Poskin, executive director of the coali- 
tion. In Chicago, the Quetzal Center closed 
Dec. 31 because of funding struggles, she said. 

Poskin argued the combination of nude 
dancing and alcohol consumption furthers the 
objectification and vulnerability of women. 
There is a correlation between adult entertain- 
ment venues that serve alcohol and crimes in 
the businesses’ neighborhoods, she said. 

But adult entertainment representatives say 
they don’t see the same connection. 

Micheal Ocello, president of the Illinois 
Club Owners Association, hailed Hutchinson 
for “trying to do something good” by raising 
money to support sexual assault prevention 
and awareness groups. But Ocello said he can- 
not find scientific proof “that going to an adult 
club causes people to go out and commit rape, 
commit crimes.” 

Ocello, who oversees about 500 workers at 
five strip clubs in Illinois near St. Louis, sug-

gested the smaller clubs throughout Illinois 
could be forced to shut down if the tax were 
approved. 

The club owners have a powerful lobbyist 
who said he’ll look for common ground. 

“I think $5 is an absolute industry killer,” 
said Chicago lobbyist A 1 Ronan, a former law- 
maker. ‘At some point, we’re going to try to 
come in with an alternative plan ... with money 
for the state coming from our industry ... We’re 
not out to kill it. We’re out to do it right.” 
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Strip club tax: 
Yes or no?

Sniff, 
sniffl You smell that? 

With that being said, a $5 “pole tax” also would be a 
good PR move for the owners.

Cab companies on the hook 


New law will punish businesses with repeat-offender drivers

Chicago long has had rules to punish taxi com- 
panies that allow dangerous cabbies to drive 
their vehicles, but those rules rarely have been 
enforced. 

A Tribune investigation found that in only 
two cases since 200 H did city regulators try to 
impose fines on cab companies for hiring repeat 
offenders. During that time, scores of compa- 
nies could have been cited. 

Companies avoided penalties for handing the 
keys to drivers such as one man who had been cit- 
ed by city regulators at least 46 times in five years 
and found liable of the charges in 33 cases. Cabs 
from one industry mogul s business consortium 
were linked to at least 14 of those guilty cases , in- 
eluding when the city found the man tried to run 
motorist Aja Engel offWacker Drive. 

“The companies should be responsible for 
them/' Engel told the Tribune* “One or two 


tickets is one thing. But when it's 4 6 and no- 
body is doing anything, that's crazy.” 

T he Emanuel administration said the law is so 
weak and narrowly written, it hasn't been worth 
the effort for it or the previous administration 
to enforce it. Instead, city officials are focusing 
on a new ordinance— it's set to go into effect 
this summer— they say will be easier to enforce 
and finally hold cab companies accountable for 
repeat offenders they let behind the wheel. 

“One of the reasons why we took on the chal- 
lenge of rewriting the ordinance is because we 
needed it to be clear, crisp and easy to enforce/' 
said Rosemary Krimbel, commissioner of the 
Business Affairs and Consumer Protection de- 
partment. 

But the city's interpretation of current code 
is debatable and part of a broader question 
about bow much companies should be account- 
able for what drivers do* 


Some in the cab industry say companies 
shouldn't be liable for drivers' actions under 
the current code. There's a shortage of drivers 
willing to work the long hours needed to make 
meager pay And there's no way, for now, to eas- 
ily check a driver's history of citations. 

Drivers are not technically employees, but 
rather independent contractors whose training 
and oversight is formally overseen by the city 

Tribune investigations in recent months 
showed how the city, for years, regularly cut plea 
deals allowing repeat offenders to stay on the 
road, something city officials now are curtail- 
ing* This is the first look at how the city also has 
been lax in its policing of the companies using 
dangerous drivers. 

“No owner wants a bad driver in his car. We 
don't gain anything,” industry lobbyist Baxter 
Swilley said, "The reason why you get those 
repeat offenders is because [companies] don't 
know, and they don't have the mechanism or 
systems to track these drivers.”

In about two weeks, Tamekia Murry will 
be forced to say goodbye to her childhood 
neighborhood and her home in the Frances 
Cabrini Rowhouses. 

“I’m lost for words,” Murry 25, said one 
recent afternoon as she strolled with her 
2-year-old son down a deserted street of 
boarded-up apartments. “It’s gonna be 
hard.” 

The row houses, nestled next to Chica- 
go’s dynamic downtown, are all that survive 
of what was once one of the world’s most fa- 
mous public housing complexes. Now 440 
row house units that haven’t been remod- 
eled are being closed. 

Murry’s family along with the 18 other 
families who remained in unimproved units, 


will have to move. And the fate of these low- 
rise brick apartments, which once buzzed 
with life and hope, is up for grabs. 

For developers, the land that once was 
Cabrini- Green is rich with promise, a tasty 
piece of steak. For nearby locals, the row 
houses are reminders of a poorer past, the 
last spots of dirt to wash away from the 
neighborhood. But for the remaining Cabri- 
ni-Green residents, who long have called 
this neighborhood home, the boarded-up 
windows and metal fences going up around 
some of the row houses represent yet an- 
other broken promise. 

“It’s a classic bait-and-switch,” said Rich- 
ard Wheelock, director of advocacy for the 
Legal Assistance Foundation of Metropoli- 
tan Chicago, which represents families who 


lived in Cabrini-Green when the complex 
was slated for demolition in 1999. 

Since that time, all of Cabrini’s high-rises 
have been demolished— the last one came 
down in 2011— and the neighborhood has 
steadily improved under the Chicago Hous- 
ing Authority’s $1.6 billion, 12-year-old Plan 
for Transformation. 

Despite the change, year after year the 
CHA assured advocates for the poor that 
the row houses would be rehabilitated and 
used for public housing. 

But in September, the CHA changed 
course. Officials announced in federal court 
that the row houses, which already had 
nearly been emptied of residents, would 
not be used solely as public housing in the 
future.

DogTV, a cable network for dogs, launched in San Diego 
on Monday, aimed at stay-at-home canines and their worka- 
day owners who want to feel better about time apart. Free at 
launch, the network eventually will charge $4.99 a month, 
but that may seem a small for sum for Fido’s peace of mind. 

“We find it helps with separation anxiety, a problem for 
many dogs, and with keeping dogs relaxed and entertained,” 
said Lisa Wilhoit McCormick, co-owner of Fido & Co. Ca- 
nine Country Club, the official home of DogTV “It does 
look different from human TV— the colors are different 
and the videos are taken from a dog’s point of view.” 

She said the idea arose from people with stay-at-home 
dogs who couldn’t bring them to a day care facility like Fido 
& Co. while the owners were at work. 

Americans spent more than $45 billion on their pets in 
2009, according to the American Pet Products Manufac- 
turers Association. A growing number of the 63 percent of 
American households with pets are spending more than 
$4 billion a year on grooming, boarding and doggie day care. 
So, why not TV? 

Dog psychologists and behavior experts put about 
400 hours into researching what TV-watching pooches like 
to see and hear and how programs should look. 

DogTV’s scientific advisory board includes Dr. Nicholas 
Dodman, a professor of veterinary medicine and behavior 
at Tifts University and British dog trainer Victoria Stillwell.

“UFC Undisputed 2010’s” career feature, 
which was so detailed it was confusing and 
hard to follow. 

Perhaps the biggest change is in the 
game’s graphics and presentation, with 
many more visuals introduced— from the 
referees’ signature hand motions when 
they arc announced before a match to the 
cutmcn entering the cage between rounds 
to quickly mend the fighters. The most 
impressive of the graphics upgrades can 
be found in the models of each character, 
which are noticeably better; they are sharp 
and look almost identical to their real-life 
counterparts. 

A welcome surprise in this edition of 
“Undisputed” is the addition of Pride Fight- 
ing Championships. Pride, a Japanese mixed 
martial arts organization, began in 1997 
and was shut down in 2007, but it featured 
plenty of fighters who are now part of the 
UFC. 

“Undisputed” players can take advantage 
of the expanded fighter moves Pride offers, 
including soccer-style kicks and knees to 
the head of an opponent on the mat. The 
game’s inclusion of Pride even goes so far as 
showcasing announcer Lenne Hardt and the 
Pride Grand Prix tournament. 

Overall the game play redevelopment is a 
huge improvement. It’s clear the extended 
layoff between “Undisputed” games gave 
THQ a chance to fine-tune the features and 
take into account the feedback from fans 
unhappy with “Undisputed 2010.” 

If you’ve ever thought of entering the 
octagon, this is the next-best thing.

Houston songs, album 
race up music charts

Whitney Houston re-entered music charts 
Wednesday with a greatest hits album that raced 
into the top io of the Billboard 200, selling 
101,000 copies in just 24 hours after the singer’s 
death Saturday 

“Whitney: The Greatest Hits,” which includes 
songs such as “Saving All My Love for 'You” and 
“My Love is Tour Love,” hit No. 6 on the album 
chart, selling 91,000 digital copies and 10,000 
physical copies, based on Nielsen SoundScan sales 
weekly data that is finalized Sunday evening. 

Houston, 48, died Saturday in a Beverly Hills 
hotel on the eve of the Grammy Awards. Her 
body was discovered underwater in her room’s 
bathtub, and while speculation has centered on 
a possible overdose given her past problems with 
drinking and drugs, authorities have yet to deter- 
mine a cause of death. 

“There’s certainly going to be a resurgence in 
Whitney music. We’ll hear it on the radio a lot 
and that will lead to people listening to it on 
Spotify and downloading it on Himes,” said Bill 
Werde, editorial director of Billboard. 



Dramatic sales also followed the deaths of 
Michael Jackson and Amy Winehouse. Ac- 
cording to Billboard, more than 35 million 
Jackson albums were sold worldwide after he 
died in June 2009. 

As fans of Houston rushed to rediscover the 
singer’s music, single digital track sales of the 
artist’s music rose to more than 887,000 song 
downloads in 24 hours. 

The biggest selling digital song was Hous- 
ton’s signature ballad “I Will Always Love 
You,” with more than 195,000 copies down- 
loaded.

heard of you, but my son wants your auto- 
graph.” 

Never does director Amir Bar-Lev (“The 
Tillman Story”) clarify how these artists were 
chosen or how/why each genre was assigned. 
He’s also not interested in how electronic 
music has evolved into a global sensation 
or what, you know, DJs actually do. (Many 
people may see “Re: Generation” and think 
being a DJ just comprises a series of musi- 
cal cutting and pasting and scratching and 
button-turning at random.) So while the doc 
lacks both context and a timeline, it also 
recalls “It Might Get Loud” (featuring Jimmy 
Page, The Edge and Jack White) in capturing 
an experiment done for no reason other than 
to see what happens when creative minds 
smash together. 

No one cares that Skrillex played around 
with a harmonica as a kid. But to see Doors 
keyboardist Ray Manzarek’s hesitation turn 
into cooperation in service of a pulsing track 
that samples from “Light My Fire” qualifies 
as an intriguing fusion of then and now. As 
with “My Kid Could Paint That,” Bar-Lev 
seems fascinated by innate creativity For 
music fans who care about more than just the 
finished product— one foolish Pretty Lights 
concertgoer claims the music “blows your 
mind literally” without appreciating how 
lucky he is that’s not true— the process, and 
the influences that go into it, matter too.

anything— to try and keep his weight down,” 
said Payne, who at 5-foot-7 is on the tall end for 
jockeys. “I think he’s aiming for an almost un- 
achievable dream, but he’s trying his hardest.” 

The Essex-born actor, who now lives in 
West Hollywood, had to work hard before 
filming even began because he knew almost 
nothing about riding horses. But he took 
riding lessons three times a week for three 
weeks before filming the pilot, then twice a 
week while shooting the 10 -episode season. 

Still, filming on horseback was “incredibly 
stressful,” he said, because the show uses 
thoroughbreds, who know when they are on 
a racetrack what is expected of them, and 
therefore get more hyped up to race, 

“I'm calming the horse and I'm 
stressing out,” he said. “I’ve got 
Michael coming to give me direc- 
tion, the horse wrangler giving 
me direction and my accent 
coach giving me direction. And 
then I’m dealing with whoever 
I’m acting with. It’s just crazy” 

Neither Payne nor his 
horses suffered any injuries, 
but the actor did have a mis- 
hap while filming the pilot: *A 
camera got too close to the hone 
that I was on and the horse started 
to run away,” he said. “It didn’t get 
too far, but far enough for 
me to feel very dizzy and 
puke. I really [bleeped] 
myself.”

Jeans brands strut their stuff at N.Y. Fashion Week

It looks like New York Fashion Week has come down 
with a serious case of the blues. 

Blue jeans, that is. 

While the twice-yearly showcase of designer cloth- 
ing has never exactly been devoid of denim, the pre- 
sentation of fashion collections for fall-winter 2012, 
which got under way Wednesday is serving up a no- 
ticeably robust roster. West Coast brands including 
Levi Strauss, Hudson Jeans, 7 for All Mankind and a 
relaunched Rock & Republic have joined the ranks of 
the luxury labels. 

Levi’s, whose last high-profile appearance at New 
York Fashion Week was in 2007 for the launch of a Da- 
mien Hirst collaboration, has spent the past year rejig- 
gering and streamlining its product mix and marketing 
efforts. It hosted a presentation Wednesday to unveil 
its first global collection. 

“We know we’re not a couture brand— and we’re not 
pretending to be,” Levi’s creative director Len Peltier 
said. “We’re using the energy of the week to announce 
our global line and introduce a new look for Levi’s.” 

He described this week’s presentation as “uniquely 
Levi’s” as well as a departure from the traditional run- 
way show format. Different, but downright tame in 
comparison to the “phosphorescent invasion” of the 
meatpacking district Hudson Jeans organized for Fri- 
day— part black-light rave, part live art performance- 



installation by Brooklyn street artist Aakash Nihalani, 
whose medium is glow-in- the-dark tape. The event 
was to launch the label’s new tuxedo-trouser-in- 
spired jean called the LouLou, which has a racing- 
stripe side seam down each leg that glows under 
black light. 

“We decided on New York Fashion Week be- 
cause it’s just a massive global convergence that 
includes domestic press, European press and Asian 
press,” said Peter Kim, Hudson’s founder and chief 
executive. ‘And that international presence ties in 
to our developing European business— France has 
really exploded for us and we’re just getting started 
into Italy” 

Another L.A.-based premium denim line, 7 for 
All Mankind, will be trying to leverage a virtual 
presence during fashion week, having scheduled 
its new advertising campaign and revamped You- 
Tube channel (which will host webisodes directed 
and edited by the now officially ubiquitous James 
Franco) that went live Wednesday— the day be- 
fore the New Aork shows officially end. 

And finally Rock & Republic was scheduled to 
return Friday after a couple of years’ absence. This 
time, its VIP fashion show and party at the Ham- 
merstein Ballroom was relaunching the brand as 
an exclusive-to-Kohl’s purveyor of denim, footwear 
and accessories.
